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Applicant's claim 16 is directed to a seat mount comprising a vehicle anchor system 
coupled to the base bottom and adapted to be coupled to anchor mounts, the system being 
movable between an anchored position where a portion of the system is received through 
openings to position the base in a rearwardly facing position on the vehicle seat and a stowed 


anchor system remaining coupled to the base during movement between the anchored position 
and the stowed position. 

Edwards has a single position, not two positions. In Edwards there is an anchored 
position, but no stowed position where a portion of the system is received within a storage 
compartment and the anchor system remains coupled to the base during movement between the 
anchored and stowed positions. 

The examiner's attention is directed to the information disclosure statement filed 
September 1 5, 2003 (copy provided to the examiner at the interview) citing U.S. Patent No. 
6,592,183. It is asked that the examiner initial the form PTO-1449 so that the 483 patent will be 
cited on the face of the ensuing patent. 

The election of Group I, claims 1-6, 9-14 and 16-21 is affirmed. In view of the 
allowability of all independent claims it is urged the restriction is moot. 

For all of the above reasons, this response places all of the claims in allowable form. 
Accordingly, allowance of the present application is, respectfully, requested.
